Justified. 
Naval Board Declares Good 
Citizens Joined in the 
‘Attack on Reds. 


Daniels Says Insults to the 
Stars and Stripes Had Be- 
come Intolerable, 


Intimates the Lawless Agita- 
tors Got Just Whdt Was 
Coming to Them.

ASHINGTON BUREAU OF. 
W THE TIMES, Aug. 20.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels today made public the 
findings of the naval board of jnvesti- 
gation appeinted to investigate the 
riots at Seattle on July 18, which re- 
sulted in the burning of property be- 
longing to Socialists and Industrial 
Workers of the World. The board 
had been instructed to report on the 
alleged participation of certain en- 
listed men of the Pacific fleet, who 
were on shore leave in Seattle at the 

time. 
The riots attracted a good deal of 
attention because the Secretary of the 


Navy Was in Seattle when they were 
perpetrated and because it was 
charged that he had inspired them 
through a speech in which soctalism 
was mé@ntioned. 
The board of investigation reported 
that the responsibility for the destruc- 
tion of property of the Industrial 
Workers of the World and of Social- 
ists’ organizations rested with the po- 
lice Of Seattle because they took no 
effective steps to prevent it. The 
board deciares that the police 
of Seattle were in sympathy with 
"a rioters. The outbreak, in the 
of the board, was attributable 
in large measure to the general senti- 
ment of the better <leas of péedple of 
the city against the LW.W. “ 
On the night of July 17, which pre- 
ceded the attack upon the L.W.W. and 
Socialists, an assault was made upon 
three soldiers and two sailors at Se- 
attle. The Board expresses the belief 
that this latter attack was due to in- 
fiammatory speeches against the army 
and navy by representatives of the 
LW.W. and Socialists on the streets 
of Seattle, and that “the night at- 
tack upon the enlisted men on the 
l7th inst. by the LW.W. people gave 
an opportunity to use the enlisted 
men simply as a means to assist in 
accomplishing a purpose which the 
public press had been leading up to 
and which the better class of people 
apparently encouraged and. desired.” 
The board reported that certain en- 
listed men had participated in the riot 
but that their action had not met 
with public condemnation. 
The men, it was declared, had not 
originated the idea for the attack. 


DANIELS’S RECOMMENDATION. 


Secretary Daniels, as a result of the 
report, has decided to mete out “sugar 
coated” punishment to the convicted 
enlisted men. He has ordered that 
the men who engaged in the affair be 
punished as Rear Admiral Reynolds, 
commander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, might consider adequate. 

He prefaced this order with a dis- 
course upon the “splendid patriotism 
and courage of the men in the navy” 
as “one of the most valuable national 
ascets,”’

EMILE ODLIVIER IS DEAD. 


of Napoleon, ITT, and Sues 
Canal Arbitrator, Passes Away at 
Age of Eighty-eight.

ANNECY (France) Aug. 20.—Emile 
Ollivier, famous French politician 
and Premier of France, under Na- 
poleon III, died here today. 

M. Ollivier born at Marseilles 
July 2, 1825. He came into interna- 
tional prominence when he was 
chosen by the Emperor as arbitrator 
of the difficulties which arose relative 
to the Isthmus of Suez, and it was 
on his report that the final decision 
was founded. 

In 1870 he was invited by the Em- 
peror to form a ministry. The declara- 
tfon of war against Germany and its 
disastrous results led to the overthrow 
of the Ollivier government on August 
9, 1870, seven months after its forma- 
tion. Of late years Ollivier had not 
taken any part in contemporary poll- 
tice. He was the author of numerous 
judicial works.

FRANCIS BURTON HARRISON

assembly parlor and a committee- 
room were set aside as the acting 

Governor's quarters. 

As his first act after moving into 
the new officés, Mr. Glynn issued a 
statement outlining his policy. In 
part, the statement says: 7 

“I do not intend to employ a tem- 
porary occupancy of the Governor- 
ship for the purpose of participating 
in warfare. I have no intention of re- 
moving departmental heads for politi- 
cal reasons. I ask the hearty_co-oper- 
ation of all State officials and all good 
citizens to help bring order out of 
chaos in the State government until 
the court of impeachment shal! have 
rendered a verdict. No act of mine 
will compound the present confusion. 
Until the court of impeachment ren- 
ders ita decision, I intend to do only 
such things as may be necessary for 
the smooth running of the business of 
the State.” 

An itm fate clash of authority 
between the rival Governors may fol- 
low Mr. Glynn's action of today. 

He announced that he would call 
upon the executive staff, which so far 
has remained loyal to Gov. Sulzer, for 
any service which may be needed. As 
an attempt at dismissal will follow

* VARIOUS ACCUSATIONS. 

The accusations in part are a reit- 
eration of attacks made on Judge 
Speer from time to time during_his 
many years of service since his ap- 
pointment to the Federal bench. 

Various charges against the judge 
have been brought during the last 
three or four years, but the investi- 
gation of which Atty.-Gen. McReyn- 
olds was to present a report today, 
was made during the last year by spe- 
cial agents. 

Judge Speer recently denounced 
what he cheracterized as the ‘‘espion- 
age of Federal agents on judges.” 
Senator Borah charged in the Senate 
that Federal agents had. harassed 
judges by investigations to influence 
their action in cases in which the gov- 
ernment was interested. 

The Department of Justice has in- 
vestigated three judges within the last 


five years. Robert W. Archbald of 


the Commerce Court was one, and he 
was tmpeached. The nature of the 
report of the Department of Justice 
agent was being withheld today, pend- 
ing its presentation to the Judiciary 
Committee, which has the power to 
dispose of it by letting it pass or by 


framing articles of tmpeachment for 


presentation to the House. 


It became known today that Pres- 
ident Wilson and Atty.-Gen. McReyn- 
olds have conferred over the investi- 
gation of Judge Speer’s office and that 
the President was cognizant of the in- 
tention of the Attorney-General to 
submit the findings to the House Ju- 
diciary Committee for action.

White's erratic slayer, ordinarily 1lo- 
quacious, has shut his lips tight and 
for once in his life has refused to be 
interviewed. He has talked vaguely 
of matters pot pertaining to escape, 
but not one word has come from him 
regarding hie flight from Matteawan 
Or the five men who spirited him 
away. 

Of these five, one is believed to be 
in jail in Sherbrooke. He gave the 
name of “Mitchell Thompson,” and 
insisted that he was a resident of To- 
ronte. But both Sheriff Hornbeck 
and Dist.-Atty. Conger of Dutchess 
county, N. Y., who looked him over 
today, said he was none other than 
“Gentleman Roger” Thompson, late 
of New York City and reputed chauf- 
feur of the black automobile that 
whirled Thaw from Matteawan at 
more than sixty miles an hour. 
Thompson was idling in the Su- 
Perior Court room waiting for the 
Thaw case to come up when the im- 
migration officers arrested him. He 
Was quickiy identified «+ one of the 
men with Thaw when hi was arrested 
near Coaticook yesterday He denied 
that he had aided Thaw in crossing 
the border and maintained that he 
had met the fugitive by chance. He 
was held on $500 bali for a hearing on 
Friday. Unable to furnish the bond, 
he was remanded to jail. 

Technically, he is charged with 
alding and abetting 2 lunatic to cross 
the Canadian border, an offense pun- 
ishable with a $500 fine. 

Thompson's defense, it is under- 
stood, will emphasize (provided he 
admits coming across the border with 
Thaw) the contention that Thaw has’ 
mot been found insane in Canada and 
that assisting him to enter was there- 
fore not a violation of the law. 

Thompson's arrest in the court- 
room today was unnoticed by the 
casual spectators. The prisoner 
dodged the camera squad while being 
taken to jail. Shietding his face with 
a handkerchief, hé broke into a run, 
greatiy to the alarm of the aged dep- 
uty, who had him in charge, and 
stopped only when bystanders began a 
hue and cry. Then, still holding his 
handkerchief over his face, he went 
quietiy to jail and was lodged in a 
cell not far from Thaw. ; 

Thaw remained throughout today tn 
jail. Openly partisan“to the fugitive 
in their gossip, the townspeople 
nevertheless showed their comparative 
lack of interest by their absence from 
the Courthouse. ,Though there are 
20,000 persons in Sherbrooke, less 
than 300 came to the court. 

Messrs. Conger and Hornbeck 
waited like the others for the disposi- 
tion of the case and departed with 
the immigration authorities when it 
was announced that the application 
for the writ of habeas corpus had been 
granted and would come up for ar- 
sument In the morning.

What will follow, the plans of the 
immigration authorities indicate, iies 
in the hands of Inspectors DL. H. Rey- 
nolds and F. E. Whillan of Ottawa. 
These two officials, immedisetely Thaw 
is released by the court, it is under- 
stood, will take him into custody as 
an undesirable under the immigration 
act and rush the fugitive to Coaticook. 

At the immigration office, the 
formal deportation proceedings will 
be conducted in the form of an official 
inquiry into the manner of Thaw’'s 
entrance into the country, and his his- 
tory, which debare him from remain- 
ing in Canada. These formalities 
ended, he will be taken on board a 
Grand Trunk train and conveyed to 
the border where Messrs. Reynolds 
and Whillan will hand him over to 
the American authorities.

gration officials is correct. Though 
they have not yet been shown the 
ticket by Thaw, they have learned 
that it was in Coaticook 
and reads from that point to Detroit. 
It is not, therefore, a ticket from one 
American station, via Canada, to an- 
other foreign point, and does not 
qualify as “through” transportation. 

The possible hitch in the deporta- 
tion plang would be a further writ of 
habeas corpus calling upon the immi- 
gration authorities to show cause why 
Thaw is not eligible to enter Canada.

Now for a plunge into the statistics 
of this subject. We will hold, for the 
sake of argument, that at the present

the game. A. man can throw a ball 
just so TAst under conditions existing 
today. Naturally, the way to beat the 
game is to improve the speed of the 
runner, which is matched directly 
against the speed of the ball, in all 
ball. games.

When a man beats out an infield 
hit, he is credited with a single. It 
gives him a life on first. A. life at 
first means a run in the embryo and 
runs win the diamond battles. Pitch- 
ing and batting about neutralize each 
other from.¢ scientific point of view, 
80 Onte mofe, it is ap to the element 
of speed. 

In. paasing, I would like to call at- 
tention to the fact that a speedy base 
runner causes a terrife flurry in ary 
infield, making it necessary for fast 


for 
fielding and making the chance of an 
error more itkely. 

SHOULD BEAT PLAYS. 
Anything that is fielded faster than 
2 4-5 seconds should usvally get the 
runner at first. That isto say, if the 
piay is made tn 3 3-5 or 3 2-5 seconde 
Courtney could Beat out these plays by 
at least five feet, but we do not ex- 
pect to have any ball club made up 
of Courtneys -in regard to speed. 
OCourtmey 4g a ten-second man for 
the 100-yard dash, also he has bet- 
tered this time, but we will take the 
ten-second gait for an example.

Say 
that. under proper form and condi- 
tions the average ball player was 
able to mainthin an eleven-second 
wait for 100 yards, and I would like 
to state right here that this is easily 
possibie in eight out of ten cases 
among players on the three teams I 
have timed. 
Now &@ man running at an eleven- 
second gait uld be able to cover 
the distance from home to the plate 
in from § 8-6 seconds to 3 4-6 sec- 
onds, according to whether he is 
right oc left-handed, the position of 
the batter at the plate making a dif- 
ference of one-fifth of a second in his 
time to first. 

We will say that. they run them 
out on an average of 3-3-5 for left) 
handers and 3 4-65 for right handers. 
The runners covering the distance in 
this time would beat all plays at that 
time or overt, as the base runner is 
aiways given tiie shade when arriv- 
ing at the base at the same moment 
with the bail. 


CAN BEAT DOUBLES. 

In almost every double play, that 
is to say, two out of every three, the 
runner going to first should beat the 
throw. Of couse, The runner on his 
way to second is g0ing against 
prohibitive odds, but this phase will 
be dealt with later in the series. 

I noticed that Ivan Howard and 
“Pep” Young, when.running in 8 4-5 
seconds, which was done by these 
young men severai times, ‘ane beat 
out bunts and infield hits, but they 
are above the average in speed and 
with the proper form and training 
should make the distance in at least 
3 8-5 seconds, which make them two 
of the most dangerous men in the 
league today.

BETTER RECORDS TODAY. 

Tt interesting to note the 
betterment of all records, eapécially 
where the mechanical si€4e may be 
emphasized. New methods place the 
mediocre man of today 
champion of yesterday shone alone. 

To continue with No. 1, the runner 
fs evidenOly running sem}-flat-footed 
with toes turned slightly in, which is 
ruinous to a. perfect leg rive and 
good traction. Little or no knee ac- 
tion is shown, although the running 
angle ia good. 

In example No. 2 the runner has. 
nothing but fair afm movement— 
especially in the left arm and shoul- 
der, which is perfect—the right armi. 
however, is not tensed sufficiently and 
the shoulder is not doing its share. 
The former is shown by the ‘un- 


tionéf the shoulder, which should be 
dropped back of its natural poise. 

That a mighty attempt ig 
made is evident from the tensing of 
the neck muscles.. He is off balance 
below the waist, which destroys his 
angle. He is using no stride and is 
running with his feet close together-— 
probably chopping his stride—and the 
right leg fs thrown in behind the left, 
which will necessitate bringing it back 
in a straight Mne before it can be ex- 
tended forward for the next stride, 
making two movements where only 
one is necessary, and requiring that 
much more exertion. 

Runner No. 3 has a nice stride, but 
does mot get‘ enough height to his 
knee attion. From the position of the 
hands, it looks as though both el- 
bows were being held back of the 
trunk. From the position of the up- 
per part of the hedy, it would seem 
as though the runner had contracted 
the muscles of his back In the region 
of the waist, which makes his upper 
angle a little bit off color, and gives 
& suggestion of stiffness ta form. Both 
shoulders are dropped back and the 
legs are doing all the work. Also the 
right arm is held at a bad angle and 
seems to be crooked in an awkward 


manner. 
POOR FORM. 


Picture No. 4 has but one redeem- 
ing feature, that being tht angle of 
the upper part of the body, which, 
however, shows no life or action.

{Our Dumb Animals:} A prairie 
dog settlement in Colorado is esti- 
mated to contain one-half billion in- 
habitants. Were the snakes, owls, 
toads 
which live with the dogs, to be count- 
ed in, the popwiation a@ the place 
would reach the billion mark. 

The figures are not strictly accur- 
ate, for the government has never 
counted these dogs in the census, But 
anyone. who has seen such a city 


knows there are more than 100 dogs 


acres. 
ey dig deep burrows with ‘so

will have to destroy a large number 
of dogs and their homes in order to 
avold accidents from caving in of 
tracks. 

The city was founded centuries ago. .

They live on four kinds of food, 
cactus, roots of wire grass, tender 
green shoots of sagebrush and grease- 
wood.

Accidental Bulléts Destroy 
Age and Youth. 


Noted Venice 


Daughter Killed. 


Shooting-Gallery | Proprietor 
the Other Victim. 


“Look, Mina, this ig the way Mr. 
Sanford was killed.’’ 

Playfully demonstrating the man- 
ner in which George L. Sanford, a 
shooting gallery proprietor at Venice, 
met his death an hour before, Martha 
Wilson, aged 14 years, pointed a small 
rife gt Wilhelmina Chiaffarelli, her 
playmate in the beach city, yester- 
day noon. A report, a shriek from 
Martha, and the daughter of the noted 
band director lay in death agony on 
the floor of the Wilson homie. The 


two deaths, each with a 22-caliber 
rifle in the hands of children, plunged 
four Venice homes into grief. 

Sanford, who wag 72 years of age, 
and had conducted a shooting gallery 
on the Windward Pier for five years, 
was shot through the neck, the bullet 
coming from a rifle with which 12- 
year-old Edgar Koth had been shoot- 
ing at the targets. The lad had laid 
the gun down; it was discharged and 
Sanford was taken to the Venice 
Emergency Hospital, where he didd a 
few minutes later. The news spread 
rapidly. The Wilson and Chiatfarelli 
girls, curious, went to the seene of the 
shooting. They heard the details and 
went home to rehearse the tragedy, 
resulting in the second death. 

No one but the dead shooting gal- 
lery proprietor and the boy were on 
that part of the pier when the first 
accident occurred. Edgar is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cc. F. Koth, who re- 
side at the Eugenia apartments. The 
lad has been in the habit of trying his 
skill at the Sanford gallery. 

He stated to the police that he went 
to the gallery at 9:30 yesterday morn- 
ing. He was advised by Sanford to 
use a smaller rifie than usual, and se- 
lected a short 22-caliber. After firing 
five times, he says, he laid the ysifie 
down to get the money out of his 
pockets to pay Sanford. The weapon 
went off and Sanford, with a hoarse 
ery, sank, to the floor. 
most distracted, ran to the Venice 
drug store, and George Shishim, pier 
police sergeant, assisted by two other 
men, carried Sanford out to the deck 
of the plier. Dr. Byron Palmer was 
called, and found that the .bullet had 
penetrated the main artery of the 
neck and that he had almost bled to 
death. The end came in a few min- 
utes. 

TELLS HIS MOTHER. 

Weeping bitterly, young Koth ran 
to his home and related to his mother 
the cineumstances, She went with 
her boy to the police station,” where 
he told his story. Chief of Police 
Lingo believed him apd after ques- 
tioning him, allowed him to go home. 

The shock of this untoward death 
had not subsided before the second 
tragedy occurred. The girls, Wilhe- 
mina Chiaffareili and Martha Wilson, 
schoolmates and chums, wandered to 
the pier. Friends of Sanford had 
gathered at the gallery and were de- 
tailing his death. The girls listened 
and pressed around. They went to 
the home of Martha’s mother, Mrs. 
Charles Wilson, No, 914 Fourth street. 

“T wonder just how Mr. Sanford 
was shot,” queried , the Chiaffarelli 


girl. 

“Oh, I'll get brother WIll’s rifle and 
show you how the man said it was 
done,” answered little Miss Wilson. 

She repaired to the kitchen and re- 
turned to the parlof with the smal! 
rifle. Pointing it at the band master’s 
pretty daughter, little thinking it con- 
tained a cartridge, her fingers sought 


When Miss Chiaffarelli dropped to 
the floor at the report, blood trickling 
from a wound in her forehead, Miss 
Wilson ran screaming from the house, 
for no’ one beside the two were in. 
She went to a neighboring house, 
where her father, a carpenter, was at 
work, and explained how she had shot 
her playmate. She then hastened to 
the Chiaffarelli home at No. 428 
Broadway, Venice, where the father 
and mother of the slain girl, their 
only daughter, were plunged into 
frantic sorrow. The bandmaster and 
his wife were overcome. The little 
girl! was an accomplished musician, 
and was the favorite of all her 
friends. 

Sanford went to Venice five years 
ago from Coney Island. He owned

Lack of Facilities Drives 
Big Boats North. 


Harbor Commission ‘Blamed 


_ Refusing Site. 


‘erry-boat Mystery Involves 
Sectional Needs. 


SAN PEDRO, Aug. 20.—More than 
twenty ‘eading steamshiv lines and 
others In the shipping trade have in- 
dorsed the application of the San 
Pedro Foundry and Machine Com- 
pany for a location on the water 
front here where vessels can be re- 


paired without the expense and delay 
in carting heavy parts to and from 
the present location. 

Today E. N. Warr, manager of the 
company, addressed a letter to the 
Harbor Commission, calling attention 
to the delay in getting a location and 
enclosing letters from the following 
well-known steamship concerns: 

Gray & Holt Co,, Oceanic Steam- 
ship Company, Monticello Steamship 
Company, Pacific Coast ‘Steamship 
Company, Olson & Mahoney, Snare 
& Triest, North Pacific Steamship 
Company, R. P. Schwerin, general 
manager of Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, Capt. Randolph H. Miner, 
Outer Harbor Dock and Wharf Com- 
pany, Cunard Steamship Company, 
W. R. Grace & Co., Robert Dollar 
Company, Cosmos Line, American- 
Hawaiian Steamship Company and 
Capt. Gustaf Carison, master of 
schooner W. F. Jewitt. 

Capt. Carlson wrote: “Owing to the 
delay and expense incurred by cart- 
uge to and from your shops I am 


obliged to cancel my orders for re-

For more than a year the com- 
pany has been trying to get a loca- 
tion on the water front, but on one 
pretext or another the Harbor Com- 
mission has persistently delayed ac- 
tion on the application. The location 
desired is on the frontage between 
the end of the Southern Pacific 
wharf and the E. K. Wood yard 
where the city has about 1000 feet 
that is not being used for any pur- 
pose. 
Several months ago the Chamber 
of Commerce appointed a committee 
to investigate the delay on this ap- 
Plication and get from the Harbor 
Commission an explanation of its re- 
fusal to permit facilities for ship re- 
pairing on the water front. . 
the committee took up the matter 
with Harbor Engineer Jubb to see 
if a ship-repair plant in the location 
asked would nterffre with the 
terminal plans under consideration. 
Jubb could see no reason for delay 
on the application and said the land 
desired would not interfer in the 
least with the present plans being 
worked out for a common terminal. 
In spite of this opinion from its 
engineer, however, the Harbor Com- 
mission has so far declined to grant 
even a temporary lease. Warr said 
today that the canceled order for re- 
pairs on the schooner W. F. Jewitt 
would alone have amounted to several 
hundred dollars and that this is but 
one of many jobs that have been 
taken to San cisco, merely be- 
cause there are no favilities on the 
front here. Concerning the letters 
from the shopowners in his letter to- 
day Warr writes: 
“We would particularly call, your 
attention to the 
North Pacific Steamship Company in 
which they say ‘facilities for the 
quick repairing of vessels are very 
poor there now,’ ete. Also the fol- 
lowing from the letter of Gray, Holt 
& Co.: ‘Steamers’ will seek port 
where quick, reasonable-priced work 
can be secured and on the contrary 
will avold those not so equipped ex- 
cept at higher freight rates.’ 
FERRY MYSTERIES. 


The attempt to force Terminal Is- 
land citizens to reach the mainland 
through Wilmington, instead of com- 
ing to San Pedro is not going to suc- 
ceed without vigorous opposition from 
Terminal Island citizens. Recently 
the Harbor Commission granted 
Frank Garbutt a franchise to operate 
a team ferry franchise betw Ter- 
minal Island and Wilmington. Then 
the Hammond Lumber Company pro- 
posed that the landing be made at 
Eighth street and the present Fourth- 
street landing be abandoned. 

Just what induced Garbutt to apply 
for the franchise has not been ex- 
Plained but it-.is said that the Har- 
bor Commission threatened to put in 
a municipal ferry to Wilmington and 
that Garbutt was forced to protect 
himself. When the San Pedro 
Chamber of Commerce asked the 
Harbor Commission to extend 
service to San Pedro and give the 
merchants here the advantages of a 
team ferry the proposal was promptly 
turned down with the excuse that 
San Pedro wants a team ferry it will 
have to find somebody to apply for a 
franchise. 

Terminal+ business men have been 
doing business with San Pedro for 
many years and naturally they object 
strenuously to having the ferry land- 
ing moved up the channel half a mile 
merely to accommodate a shorter 
haul to Wilmington. They declared 
if any change is made in the land- 
ing at all it should be moved down 
the channel instead of up.

| FUMIGATING ORCHARDS. 


Pomona Outfits at Work Waging 
War on Parasites in Cltrus Groves 
the Past Two Weeks. : 
POMONA, Aug. 20.—For two wee 
citrus orchard fumigating outfits 
been busily working on several h 
dred acres of groves in this locality, 
waging diligent war on the rapidly- 
spreading “longulus” scale, which has 
been carefully reported upon by Dep- 
uty Horticultural Inspector Delacourt 
Kell of the Pomona’and Claremont 
districts. 
Fumigation was commenced consid- 


erably earlier this season because Kell 


noted by experimenting that when the 
treatment was started in September 
it gppeared only partially successful 
in eradicating the longulus scale, 
which hatches In May, molts during 
August, and after this becomes tovgh- 
er and harder to kill. ; 
- Inspector Kell states that this long- 
vius scale is somewhat similar to the 
soft brown scale, but is grayer and less 
shiny, and. the young are more trans- 
parent and lie flatter to the leaves. 
The scale is practically viviparous, 
though oceasionally eggs can be found 
with the live young under the old 
shells. The scale ejects a great deal of 
honey dew, the smut resulting making 
the trees very dirty. It is hoped that 
the early fumigation this year will do 
double duty in killing also enough of 
the black scale, which matures a little 
later, to carry the groves through fer 
another year. . |

Appointments Formerly Considered 
Worthless Eagerly Sought Under 
the New Salary Law,

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 20.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] As a result of the pos- 
sibility of a law reorganizing the 
Justice Courts, jobs formerly worth- 
less are now being sought. There are 
in Sacramento county alone four 
townships without justices. Under the 
old law, the justices were paid in fees. 
There was no work and consequently 
no money. Under the new law the 
juatices are paid on a population basis 
and $50 is the lowest salary. These 
$50 jobs are now in great demand. 

The new law provides that tn town- 
ships with from 5000 to 25,000 popu- 
lation, or which adjoin a township 
having 20,000 or more pepulation, or 
in which there is a penal institution, 
the salary is $140 a month.

COMMERCE COMMISSION. 
Hearing Here Next Month Follows 
Inquiry in San Francisco Into 
Reasonableness of Dunnage Charge 
for Bracing and Bilecking Motor 
Cars for Shipment. : 


With a three-way division of $25,- 
000, the stake ih one case and 4@ sav- 
ing of $10,000 a year in freight 
charges contingent on the decision in 
the other, automobile men of this city 


ate beginning to manifest marked in- 
terest in the inter-related “auto rate” 
hearings before Commissioner Marble 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in San Francisco and this city on 
September 2 and &, respectively. The 
hearing here, that of the F. L. Moore 
Truck Company, questioning the rea- 
sonableness of the present freight 
rates on automobile axles, will begin 
at 160 a.m. in the Supreme - Court 
rooms in the Bullard building. 

Because of the local setting of the 
case, as well as the fact that $25,- 
000 in excess charges, retroactive to 
1911, is the stake, the case of the F. 
L. Moore Truck Company is "attract- 
ing the greater intérest here. The 
San Francisco case, however, involves 
more money, as the decision wil! be 
a sweeping one affecting every aut®- 
mobile dealer and user on the Pxcific 
Coast. The question at issue is the 
reasonableness of the present dun- 
nage charge of approximately $15 a 
ear for the bracing and blocking of 
automobiles for shipment fro 1 the 
East to Pacific Coast terminal points. 

The Moore case, brought in the in- 
terest of automobDile-assembling con- 
cerns of both this city, San Diego and 
San Francisco, is one of technicali- 
ties and is featured by the fact that

Precisely stated, the freight rates on 
automobile axles shipped from the 
East to this city, San Diego and San 
Francisco, is $3.10 per hundred.

Freight Assocta- 
tion and into the territory of the 
Southwestern Freight Association, 
Sans dunnage charges. 

The first association includes the 
territory from Denver to Salt Lake 
and north to the Canadian line: the 
second, Texas and Arkansas and por- 
tions of adjoining States. 

Last year 666 cars of automobiles, 
three to the car, were shipped here 
from the East. On these cars the 
importers paid $19,000 for dunnage, 
or $6 an automobile fer bracing

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VISALIA, Aug. 19.—Both the 
Southern Pacifico and Santa Fe rail- 
roads are hard pressed for cars to 
carry away green fruit of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, according te the state- 
ment of the local officials of both sys- 
tems here. 

A perfect system of gathering the 
fruit from different points has been 
devised, with Fresno as the central- 
ization point. The larger cities of the 
valley act as feeders. 

The cars are first iced at Fresno 
and then sent out over the lines to 
the various fruit centers. When the 
fruit is gathered it is taken Dack to 
Fresno and a train of from forty to 
¢| Sixty cars is made up. The cars are 
then re-iced. The loose cars are 
taken out and brought back by the 


passenger trains. 

By this system the fruit is rushed 
to the ern markets two days ahead 
of all vious schedules. Modern) 
icing stations have been installed 200 
miles apart, and at these it is possi- 
ble to re-ice a car every two minutes.
